Si"lowl Brighter Outlook in Financial

Circles.
New York, June 17.—The stock mar-
ket has been broader and more active
this week, but fluctuations have not
carried prices far from last week's
level. The proposition to authorize
$100,600,000 of 7 per cent preferred
Southern Paclfle stock and to issue
$40,000,000 to stockholders at par, has
been the leading event of the week in
financial affairs. An unsettied feeling
has followed and oplon Is much con-
fused as to the merits of the plan and
the resuits to be expected. Crop con-
ditions were favorable and kept the
undertone firm. Rallroad traffic and
oritnarde conditions were not satls-
factory and were a drug upon the
market. Great Improvement In the
investment demand was reported as a
consequence of the redundancy of
money.

Making the Deaf Hear.
Dr, Marage of Boug la Relne, France,
hus made experiments on developing
the hearing of deaf mutes, and his re-
sults have been communicated to the
Acndemlie de Medicine.
